WAanmu-DAT is Gkbmaxt. — It is one 
of the chief glories of the German house- 
wives to possess abundance of linen, and, 
for the purpose of displaying thsir wealth, 
they put off their washing till used up- 
some three weeks, some six, some half a 
year, and those who are more affluent have 
washing but once a year. Every house 
contains a " achwartwoaehkammer," where 
the dirty cloths are hung up on poles 
or linee in the air. When the drawers 
and presses are nearly empty, two or three 
washer-women are hired, who come at two 
in the morning, take a cup of coffee and 
some bread, with wine or cider; dine at 
twelve; at three or four again a cup of 
coffee with bread; and then wash till supper 
at sight. They wash in very large oval 
tubs, at which four or five caa stand at 
once. So it goes on for several days, ac- 
cording to the number of clothes. The re- 
mainder of the week is spent in ironing;

Many years ago a great amount of pub- 
lic excitement was produced by the exhi- 
bition, in the city of Treves, of the retu- 
rns of A holy garment said to have 
en preserved from the commencement of 
the Christian era. The scenes which that 
city presented At the time in question are 
just now being reproduced in the holy city 
of Cologne— "the German Home, as some 
people call it. For the past fortnight 
crowds of pilgrims have been journey- 
ing incessantly to that spot by rail, by 
road, and by river. The bumble villagers, 
who could not avail themselves of the ex- 
cursion train with which the more favored 
denizens of cities contrived to abbreviate 
the hardships of the journey, wended their 
way in the sluggish wagons of the country, 
and from every quarter of the compass, 
long caravans of these vehicles have 
poured into the city.

In managing my servants I endeavor to 
▼iew matters a little from ihnr standpoint, 
and then apply the golden rule to aid me 
in determining the course to be pursued for 
our mutual benefit ' Whateoever ye would 
that men should do unto you, do ye even sc 
to them.' If 1 were a servant I should wish 
to have some of the privileges to which, as 
eitisens of the United Htatcs, all are en- 
titled — "life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness. I love to have my friends visit 
me. I encourage my children to entertain 
their friends ; and I have not the heart to 
tell my eervants that they can have "no 
company in the kitchen,' especially as I 
have reason to fear that they are often over- 
tasked in conaequeuce of my own social 
proclivities. My cook was engaged for 
•everal years to a very respectable man, to 
whom she has lately been married. 1 hnve 
always encouraged his visits, and hive 
treated him with politeness wbeuever 1 
have chanced to see him about our premi- 
ses. At Christmas and at high family fes- 
tivals we have invited him to come and 
■hare with his chosen companion her right- 
ful part of the entertainment. The only 
advantage my cook has taken of this indul- 
gence is, since her marriage, to offer me her 
services for the summer, to relieve me from 
cmbarrassmeul in the entertainment of a 
numerouH company of friends whom 1 have 
welcomed to my home in the country. 

It is unnecessary to enlarge on the diffi- 
culty of getting good servants in the coun- 
try. This difficulty must be met, and some 
power applied lo overcome it which will 
secure the desired end. Servants require 
time for rest, time for recreation, and some 
social enjoyments to promote cheerfulness, 
and to give them such opportunities of pro- 
viding lor the future as is the birthright of 
every American cititcn. 

Our great Creator had a care for the 
"maid servant ' when he provided a day of 
rest for man and beast ; and shall not a 
Christian woman consider the weakness of 
her own sex, and look with compassion and 
sympathy upon the maid of all work, who 
toils all day in aerviug her family? Then 
why not adopt the following rule in domes- 
tic policy. 

"Be to her fault* a little blind, 
Be to her virtue* ever kind '" 

To which I would add : 

And alwara have a peoeroo* cars 
That burden* fall not to her *b*n- 
Too heavy, f«r, for one to bear.

The Model Paimce. — The London Satur- 
day Review, in the course of some remarks 
on the "many-sidedness" of German char- 
acter, illustrates its view of the ideal Ger- 
man by a very familiar example, as fol- 
lows: 

But we have ourselves seen the German 
ideal actually embodied before our eyes. 
The late Prince Consort was an eminent 
instance of the model German. It was a 
matter of principle with bim to be every, 
thing and to do everything. lie helped the 
Queen to CArry on constitutional govern- 
ment, he controlled, if he did not deter- 
mine, the course of foreign policy; he was 
not only a judge of Art, but a practical 
artist: be mastered science fufficieutly to 
understand the products of science; he ap- 
plied himself patiently to military affairs, 
and even descended to such minutiae aa in- 
venting a hat; he paid attention to farm- 
ing, And no one sent fatter or better pigs to 
agricultural shows; he surveyed every de- 
tail of the education of his children as if 
they had to earn their bread by their wits. 

Besides all this, he made himself one of 
the best informed men in the country. 
Probably no one had a more copious store 
of Accurate knowledge. If a traveler re- 
turned from the center of Africa, the Prince 
Consort was one of the first to Apprehend 
the geography which the traveler had dis- 
covered or invented. If a statesman or a 
General came back from India, he found at 
Windsor there was one resident in England 
who knew the details of Indian history and 
of Indian localities better than most men 
who have spent their lives in Calcutu. 
The Prince was perfectly restless in his 
search after knowledge, and it was simply 
incomprehensible to him how a man could 
be a Secretary of Bute and yet be as con- 
tentedly ignorant as Lord Lyveden. He 
would have got up in a morning all that 
Lord Lyveden failed to learn during his 
long tenure of office. This love of many- 
sidedness is very un-Lngliah. It seems to 
us a little weAk, a little pedautic, and in- 
volving an enormous effort. We feel aa if 
we must be good end industrious every mo- 
ment of our lives to attain it, and then 
what would life be worth? But even Eng- 
lishmen, if they would reflect on it, must 
acknowledge that it has its noble side, and 
that a nation which determines to pursue 
»t may have a salt and a virtue of its own. 

A Lka Asr.n Oobulka. — a cobbler at Ley- 
den, who used to attend the public dispu- 
tations he.d a, the academy, wn. once asked 
if he understood Latin.

all covered with gay flags and 
The narrow streets of Cologne Are fuller of 
life than usual, owing lo the numbers of 
strangers in the city, and moat of the 
houses are ornamented externally by gar- 
lands, flags and flower*. The cause of all 
this bustle is that it is seven huLdred 
years since the skulls ~f the three holy 
kings were brought to Cologne — I Lcaeve 
from Milan. The pilgrimA have AAteculed 
to celebrate the acven-l.^ndredtn anniver- 
sary of that event. T e s^ulla, or rather 
a number of bones understood once to have 
formed them, aro incited in three small 
boxes, or cheats, not so lar^e as a child s 
head. One of thc*e tn _« and its contents 
are of a black o. JarL tint, and thia, it ia 
believed among the faithful, is the skull of 
an idea 
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a aciEETiric v Earner. 
The smnllness of the cases ia which the 
osseous relics rest was the ground on 
which some people questioned whether 
the akulls were reully those of full-grown 
men. This doubt has unfortunately been, 
at leaat to some extent, confirmed. The 
priests who are charged with the preserve- 
urn, of the precious relics in a rAsh mo- 
ment consulted Dr. Schaffbausen, a pro- 
fessor of medicine at the University of 
Bonn, on this question, when, to their hor- 
ror, that gentleman, whose orthodoxy there 
appears no ground for questioning, de- 
clared that one of the akulls was that of 
an infant. When it was put to him wheth- 
er the age of the infant might not have been 
aa much as fifteen, he declared it impossi- 
ble, And pointing to the jawbones he showed 
that they still contained milk-teeth, 
lienee the legend has grown op that these 
are the crania which l>elonged to the three 
kings when they were children. The 
shock which the feeling* of the Above- 
mentioned learned profeaeor experienced 
at the discovery he made could not have 
been greater than that which the celebrat- 
ed physiologist, Dr. Johannes Muller, un- 
I derwent under circumstances of a some- 
I what similar nature. Professor Muller, 
I than whom no German of modern times 
possessed a higher reputation in the 
branch of science to which he wa* devot- 
ed, sai nevertheless a devout Cetholie. 
One day he was kneeling in prayer in a 
temple on the banks of the Rhine, and be- 
fore a chest of relics, when suddenly he 
stopped from his devotional exercises, 
sprang to his feet, and after eyeing the con- 
tents of the chest sharply for a moment, ex- 
claimed in a tone of unaffected surprise, 
" Why, these are calves bones ! ■ The scien- 
ti6c propensities of the professor had fsirly 
got the better of his religious instinct* at a 
most iuopportune time and place, which he 
could not but 



In the streets of Cologne men are busily 
vending strips of paper containing not on- 
ly a biography but also a portrait of each 
of the three holy kings. Iu order to facili- 
tate the sale, some of these venders throw 
in an account of the " life, trial and awful 
seuleuee of the murderer Thelemann and 
his brother— two men who have just been 
tried before the supreme court of justice in 
Cologne, and the first of them convicted 
for the willful murder of a woman. In 
every street you may hear men orying i 
" Here you have the lif* and photograph of 
the Thelemanns, likewise of the three 
kings, all for the low sum of one farthing' 
Many of the pilgrims may be seen with 
strips of paper, on which are written the 
following words: " O, holy three kings, 
Caspar, Melchior and Balthacar, pr*y for 
us now nnd in the hour of our deeth. 
This note, which has been rubbed on the 
skulls of the three kings, is good against 
all iujuries from cuts, against headache, 
swooning, fever, witchcraft And sudden 
death, by help of An unshaken fa .th. 
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Tbe Bbeme* Wihr-Ckllaa.— The muni- 
cipal wine-cellar of Bremen ia the most 
celebrated in nil Germany. One section 
called tbe Rose, from the bronte bas-relief 
of roses over it, contains the famous Rosen 
wein, which is now two centuries and a 
half old. There, six large casks of Rhine 
wine, Johnannisberg, and as many of Hock- 
heimer. were placed in l«i«i4. In the Adja- 
cent parts of the same division of the cel- 
lar aie twelve large casks bearing the 
names of the apostles, and containing 
wines not less precious, but not so aged by 
a few years; the wine bearing the name 
of Judas is considered the best. The other 
parts of the cellar are occupied with wines 
of a subsequent growth. By degree*, a* a 
few bottles of Rosenwein ere drawn off, 
the casks ere filled up with apostle wine, 
and that with some sort of still younger, 
and so on, in such a manner that the differ- 
ent casks are always kept very nearly 
full. A single bottle of Rosenwein now 
represents an immense value. A cask of 
wine containing one thousand bottles cost, 
in 10-24, one thousand two hundred franc*. 
Calculating that aum at compound inter 
e*t, with the expense of cellerage, a bottle 
would positively coat ten million eight hun- 
dred and ninety-five thousand two hundred 
and thirty-two francs, and a gUsa, or 
eighth part of a bottle, about one million 
three hundred and sixty-one thousand 
nine hundred and four franks. The Rosen- 
wein auJ apostle wines aro never sold but 
to cititens of Bremen. Tbe burgomaeters 
alone have perniiaaion to draw a few bot- 
tles, and to send them as presents to sov- 
ereigns. A oititen of Bremen may. in case 
of seriou* illness, procure a bottle at twen- 
ty frnncs on his obtaining the certificate of 
his doctor and the consent of municipal 
council. A poor inhabitant of Bremen 
may also obtain A hottl* gratis, after hav- 
ing fulfilled certain formalities. A citi- 
zen baa also the right of demanding a Un- 
tie when he receives any celebrated person- 
sge at his house as a guest. A bottle of 
Rosenwein was always vent by th* city 
of Bremen lo Uoethe on his fete day. 

§©T A friend of our*, a young lady of 
New Bedford, wa* intimately nc<|UAi*ted
